Shéng Taotai had: fortunately 
Htipulated that each essay: should take 
the form of a series of suggestions; 80: 
that the task of examining these: papers 
is comparatively easy. . We do not pro- 
pose to deal with each paper in its order;

‘The total 
cost is.stated, with’ your true Chinese’ 
vagueness, to be “several millions” a 
yeat, provided’ out’ of the”land tax, 
But the service, so extensive and so 
exponsive, is. merely a crank in: the 
muaichinéry’ of' gévernment: the’ people 
do rectly benefit by it'in any way. 
their Asin chit or Letter 
jops, bortesponding pretty closély to 
our Villagé cattiérs. ‘The objections to 
these’establishments would seem to be 
in the wain three: they only exist: in 
large towns, ‘their rates ate too high, 
and. they have a disagreeable trick of 
lositig valuables" eutrasted’ to then. 
Une writet states 'thiat there are between 
one and two hundred Letter Shops in 
Shavgliai; while in remoter country 
villages, or even towns, there may be 
none; that whereas a letter can be sent 
through a foreign post office frou 
Shanghai to London for 50 cash or so, 
the Asin chii charge 100 cash for it 
front Shanghai to 
and tliat’ with the 
na-tieh [ ?icense] the authorities liave 
no’ control over these popular establish- 
ments. We° donot think, we may 
observe in passing, that our essayists are 
quite fair on the Letter Shops which, 
as we pointed out last year, offer many 
advantages which an ‘autocratic state 
post office would refuse. Do not their 
employés, for instance, actually come 
routid ot beg for letters ?'and is not 
ket practical: istered free 
of cheege? erhaps ‘tuete is more in 
the argument that these Asin chii chat 
too much, and that are only to 
foimd in populous districts. We shall 
se@° whiat the essayists would’do to 
remedy these evils: 

Meanwhile it is interesting to note 
thatthe object’ with which ‘they would 
establish an Imperial Chinese Post is 
not so much to benefit the people as to 
enrich the ‘state, or—to bring the 
matter nearer home to us—to divert 
into’Chinese coffers the profits which 
they: believe the foreign post offices 
here are making:  Prize-winner No. 3 is 
most emphatic on this point. He is

action, In’ the early days of foreign 
intereourse, China was too ignorant of 
western customs to object to the erection 
of these offices ; nor can she do so even 
now as long as she has no post office 
of her own. But when once she does 
‘establish a state post “shee 

that “ the§é fordign establishments ‘will 
close without waiting to be suj ig 
poe a Smee 
hand themselves over to China, she 
will—aifal » threat—* quoté” Interna- 
tional Law.” Here ShéngT'actai- adds, 
an instructive marginal note : “durin, 
the operations between China anc 
Francs, a few years ago; French vessels 
received their letters through the 
foreign post offices, and China: -was 
unable to intercept them, as she might 
have done if she earlier taken over 
those offices.” For the it, con- 
tinues the essayist; as China has no 
ocean-going steamers, we should allow 
the mails to be carried by the English; 
French, German and Japanese lines,‘ but 
with the'advent of Chinese mail steamers 
this would be forbidden: Prize-winner 
No. 4 goes a step further: He'assumes 
that’ “the uow numerous foreign re- 
sidents in China will gladly acquiesce” 
in the conveyance of their mails'by the 
Chinese Post Office, and adds “ where 
Chinese are dwelling beyond the’ seas in 
places ‘such as'California or Australia 
that inaccessible to the’ Western 
Post Office, we might send wei-yilans to 
establish branch offices.” Elsewhere he 
speaks’ of Chinese emigrants ‘as being 
left without the means of hearing from 
their homes, or of recounting their 
woes. 

Now, when we see that: the question 
of ititroduciig’a Chinese Imperial Post 
is being seriously discussed, it would 
bea great mistake not to promptly 
corréct any wrong impression: which we 
find in the minds of the projectors. 
And first, this notion about Chinese 
emigrants, than which nothing can be 
further from the truth. Every Chinese 
emigrant to the Straits Settlements, for 
instanée, has facilities for forwarding 
lettets home which, as far as cheapness 
is concerned, are far in advance of his 
European fellow residents. If he’ does 
not send letters (but he does, by the 
thousand) it is because he cannot write, 
or does not care to. Secondly, the idea 








e | that once a Chinese Post is started the 


various foreign offices in China are 
bound, by international law, to close. 
This is not at all the case, as witness 
the Levant, where to this day thete-are 
British, French, German, Austrian and 
Russian Post Offices, side by side with 
the Turkish. Our essayists forget that 
—owing to the backwardness of their 
country—China is under bondage to 
exterritoriality, and Buropeans’ will 
most certainly not consent to entrust 
their letters to Chinese officials until 
these latter have given, as the Japanese 
did, proof of ‘trustworthiness: Essayist. 
No. 3, and the President of the

ment of the Post Offices at all 
‘Treaty Potts, and that Inspector-Genetal 














Hart had appoitited’ him to this’ end’; 
would thie Post Office resign in 
favour of the'Chinese? If so would it 


resign from the beginning of next’ year? 
He had written went “hoglish official 
in charge of the Post Office at Hong- 
kong who had signified. his assent aud 
had recommended the abolition’ of: all 
English Post Offices on Chinese terri- 
tory. Japan too had agreed, ete., ete.” 
‘The idea has Jain dormant, and the 
Local Post Office continues open to this 
day, with manifest and great ptofit, 
which profit China would secure if she 
took over that office. But if China does 
start a Post Office, the scheme can be 
revived.” (Italics in the original.) 

We shall endeavour to show in a 
subsequent article what. sort of a Post 
Office our essayists would’ substitute for 
these intetloping but wealth-producing 
devices of the designing foreiguer,

‘ 16th July. 
A NOTABLE. event: takes place to-day 
in. the: opening of-the Swimming Bath 
on the ground within the Race Coarse. 
‘The need of such an establishment has 
Tong -been ‘felt in Shanghai, as those 
residents who wished to indulge in a 
swim” have been perforce obliged to 
betake themselves to the Hwangpoo, 
wherein & dip:'was only obtained under 
certain unavoidable disadvantages, Had 
it boen possible, the Shanghai Swimming 
Bath would have been a public establish 
ment, but’ there were serious obstacles 
in the way of effecting this without very 
great’ delay.’ There was, however; a 
chance ‘of erecting a Swimming Bath 
undér the ‘control of a private club, 
which would: allow -a number of 
residents ‘to partake of its privileges, 
but’ it naturally followed. that those 
favoured residents ‘would have to. pro+ 
vide the funds for erectitig the building 
and: stand all risks’ connected with’ it. 
‘he ‘inception of the scheme is entirely 
due to Mr: Charles’ Mayne, who "not 
only..'prepared the plans, estimates, 
etc,, for erecting an inexpensive open 
air Swimming Bath, but generously 
offered his time and valuable pro- 
fessional services to carry the scheme to 
fruition. Fortunately Mr. Mayne was 
enabled to impress the feasibility of his 
scheme ‘on several members of this com- 
munity, from among whom av energetic 
provisional committee was formed for 
the proposed Swimming Bath Club, and 
this' Committee was successful in secur~ 
ing Mr. G.A. Matthews as the Honorary 
Secretary and the skilled’ assistance 
of Mr. Charles. Mayne as Honorary 
Engineer... No-time was lost in obtain- 
ing sufficiént subscribers to the scheme, 
and good as'the'cause undoubtedly was 
the'task was by no means a light one, 
owing to the commercial depression 
under which Shanghai was suffering. 
Nothing daunted Mr. Matthews per- 
severed, and to him it is owing in a 
great measure that Mr. Mayne’s plans 
were put to-practical issue, The neces- 
sary finds were guaranteed, a governing 
Committee was appointed, a convenient 
site “obtained; and: Mr. Mayne™ was 
authorised to carry his plans into execu- 
tion;'so that the Bath ‘could: be used 
during’ this summer. 

‘Phe building, which is now completed, 
has-been‘erected in a ‘very satisfactory 
manne by‘the contractor, Yung-chang, 
under Mr. Mayne’s supervision. It is, 
situated inside the Race Course on the 
eastside of the entrance to the Cricket, 
Ground; ‘aid is “122° fh by 52 ft. 
over “all. ‘The building is so” placed 
that, ‘looking from. the Grand Stand 
to. the «far’ side of the - course, 
ibis in a direct “line with the Cricket 
Groimd ‘patilion; ‘and: the dimeuisions 
have been purposely kept dows so as 
fo offer no obstruction to the. view from 








the Grand Stand. ‘The bathing tank i 
i 100 feet in-length by 82 feet in-width, 6 
feet deep at’ the deep end and 3 feet 6 
inches at the shallow end, and will 
hold 95,000 gallous of water, supplied 
by-the Shanghai Waterworks Company 
bya2inch main and a spray pipe. 
The tank is built entirely of cement 
concrete, composed of three parts small 
broken granite; three parts sea sand 
and one. part of Portland cement 
supplied by the Onoda Cement Co. of 
Japan, The bottom of the bath is 2 feet 
6 inches: thick, 1 foot being of lime 
concrete and 1 foot 6 inches of ‘cement 
concrete ; the walls vary between 2 feet 
6 inches and 2 feet in thickness. The 
whole of the inside is plastered with 
two coats of cement plaster trowelled 
to a very smooth surface, the finished 
colour being a light grey. The cill of 
the bath is four feet above ground level. 
The dressing boxes—53 in number, 5 
feet by 4—are of wood and are roofed 
in to the of the water. A refresh- 
ment bar, shower bath; lavatory,’ hot 
water baths, etc., are also provided ; 
there ate three diving boards, and the 
water area will be covered with a mat 
roof. ‘The bath will be emptied into 
bod Race Gontse ditch by a fie 
inch pipe drain, aud arrangements have 
teen 'thade for the water to flow in 
and out continuously. ‘he total height 
of the building above ground level is 
thirteen feet, special care having been 
taken not to obstruct the view of the 
course from the Grand Stand. The 
total cost of the building, exclusive of 
water main and fittings, will be ‘Tis. 
4,900, or less than £1,000 sterling 
even at the present low rate of exchange, 
and it will be, considering its size, 
cheapest permanent swimming bath 
ever erected. As a matter of interest- 
ing comparison, we give the sizes. of 
some of the recently erected swimming 
baths. in London and the provinces, but 
it must be borne in mind: that all of 
them are public baths, and supply very 
large populations.

A century’ago money, 
considered by itself, had only minor 
connection: with Eastern trade; gold 
and silver’ were commodities equally 
with’ silk, indigo, ‘spices and other 
coveted treasures of the Orient, and were 
bartered in the ratio fixed by cireum- 
stances. Now- gold and‘'silver have 
been made symbols of value; and so 
Jong as the ratio of value between the 
two metals was fixed by the fiat of 
nations, a steady -cutrency prevailed 
acceptable in all countries irrespective 
of the prevailing metal each country 
affected as its own: especial standard. 
"This ‘currency tended directly to esta- 
blish the soundest theory of economies, 
namely, that trade to be of greatest 
benefit must be universal ; for every 
transaction had a solid foundation of 
value subject only to variation neces- 
sitated by, the transfer from place to 
place of the precious metals with which 
those transactions were completed, and 
upon which the merchant could always 
calculate as one of the contingencies 
of his business. When in 1873 France 
ruptured the link between gold and 
silver, the difficulty began. 

“Tn the report of the Directors of the 
United States Mint I find a table of 
market ratios from 1687 to 1890. The 
lowest ratio shown was in 1760 and was 
14.14 of Silver to 1 of Gold.. The 
highest, during those two hundred years 
occurred in 1873, and was only 15.92 
to 1. So in all those years (nearly 
200) you had ouly a variation of 1.8 
between Silver and Gold. ‘That was 
dvzing the. years when a bi-metallic 
system was always in force.

An Imperial Decree grants the request 
of Pien Pav-ti, who begs to be allowed to 
retire from the Governor Generalship at 
Fouchow-on- the ground of ill health. 








RIVER DREDGING IN KIANGSC. 
‘The Governor at Soochow remarks that 
agriculture in the province of Kiangsu 
depends entirely -on the state of the water 
courses. Bearing this inmind he some time 
ngo lind the Wousung, Paimao and Weutse 
rivers eatefully dredged. Afterwards he 
found -that ‘there were a nuaiber of other 
rivers which: were of grext importance to 
the various districts all the way from 
Soochow to Kiangyiv.’ It has been’ the 
custom for these rivers to be cleared out 
by the people theniselves, either from their 
‘own resources or with the aid of loans from 
the provincial government. As they had 
now become badly silted up, he sent an 
experienced officer to: umke estimates of 
what.,was required, to be done. After 
inspecting the river: in company with the 
local gentry, he found that the various 
river most be cleaned out for a 
length altogether of 160,000 feet, and the 
cost fur everything, including dam muking, 
pumping, wid office expenditure, would 
come to Tis. 38,600. This sum was 
advanced from the charity funds still in 
the lunds of the Govermueut. In the case 
g creeks, the 
advance will be recovered by @ half yearly 
rate on the land in the distriets whieb reap 
the benefit. .But with regard to the Kaopu 
and other rivers, the local gentry have 
requested that the money may be raised 
by a tax of four cash  picul on all rice sold 
in the locality. ‘These points having been 
settled, operations were commienced in the 
middle of February, and before the end of 
April they were entirely completed: ‘The 
memorialist himself went to inspect the 
work «8 soon as he heard that it was finish- 
ed, and found everything had been done 
in’ most satisfactory manner. ‘The cost, 
which was moderate, had not exceeded the 
original éstimate. ‘The people of the coun-. 
try, both farmers and merchants, expressed 
themselves as highly contented with the 
result of the undertaking.—d proved.

AUTICLES FOR THE PALACE. 

‘The Governor of Anhui reports that he 
has procured a number of articles for the 
use of the Emperor in accordance with a 
requisition forwarded to him by the Head 
of the Imperial Household. ‘he indent 
consisted of six hundred squares of bright 
red silk gauze with dragons in the corners 
and the character for ‘happiness,’ exch 
square measuring orie foot nine inches ; two. 
hundred sheets of glazed paper, six feet by 
three, of different colours and spotted with 
gold ; two hundred sheets the same as the 
above, but without gold spots ; and six hun- 
dred cakes of Huichou ink, each weighing 
two uunces. It was desired that the silk 
gauze should be: of very fine quality, and 
the articles were all. required as svon as 
possible. The funds for the purchases 
were provided from the Fengyang Custom- 
house ; but ofticers were sent to Huichou 
Fw and to the province of Kiangsu to pro- 
cure the various articles. As the cakes of

EMITTANCE FROM HONAN TO PEKING. 

‘The Honan Governnient was required this 
year to furnish a subsidy of Tis. 2,000,000 
for the Peking Government. ‘The money was 
to be taken from the land tax receipts. 
Half of it was to be sent imthe fifth month, 
and the remainder by the begining of the 
twelfth month. Nenéof it must be retain- 
ed or diverted to other objects. ‘The Go- 
vernor, however, represents that he had 
already obtained the Emperor's sanction 
to his taking, according to nnnual custom, 
Tls. 1,300,000 from his funds for Peking 
and forwarding them for the use of a cer- 
tain division of the army (the Msieh I 
Chin). ‘There thus only remains Tis. 
700,000 to be remitted to the capital, of 
which sum he is forwarding Tls, 400,000 as 
the first of his two instalments. —Approved. 

MURDER OF A CREDITOR. 

The Governor of Turkestan reports 
murder case which illustrates the account 
recently given by by him in another memo- 
rial of the troubles which result from the 
dealings of the Mahommedans with Chinese 
money lenders, In the third mouth last 
year 8 Mahommedan at Kashgar named 
Paosak, throuxh. ge inedidm of a friend 
called Shamir, borrowed five hundred large 
cash from a Chinaman, promising to repay 
the sum in the 8th month. On the 2nd: 
day of that month Paosak, who had been 
away on business, returned home. The 
Chinaman repeatedly pressed him for pay 
ment, and Paosak promised that he would 
raise the money by selling a sheep. On 
the 19th day of the month, the China- 
man once more demanded’ the money, 
and on being again put off with promises 
called his debtor a cheat, The latter 
attempted to explain, but the Chinaman in 
& passion seized his coat, threatening to 
tear it off his back and take it instead of 
the money. ‘The other man after trying in 
vain to free himself drew a knife and made 
a thrust with it, hoping to frighten his 
assailant into letting yo. But the China- 
man only held to him the tighter. The 
Mahommedan in his excitement then made 
a real thrust which took effect in the 
Chinawan’s side. The wounded man drop- 
ped to the ground, “and died an hour or 
two afterwards. The murderer has been

RELIRF OF POOR IN ANRUL 

‘As appears froni_a memorial presented 
by the Governor of Anhui, there has re- 
cently been a great deal of distress in that 

rrovinee, the harvest in many places having 

on injured or destroyed last year first by 
the want of rain, and then by the ravages 
of locusts which’ always give most trouble 
in dry seasons. The aren affected seenis to 
have extended over a large portion of the 
north shore of the Yangtée and to have 
reached. for into the valley. of thie Husi. 
‘Lange sums of money have been spent in the 
relief of the sufferers, some coming from the 
provineial treasury,” some’ from Nanking 
and the reminder from thé Chilili Relief 
Fund. Help was given to the poor by 
the distribution of seed corn, payment 
for the destruction of locusts eggs, 
and the institution of public works, 
such as the digging or deepening of 
water ownses. Thus public works were 
instituted, and seed com distributed, in 
Hofei, Ch'uchou and Laian, In the first 
mentioned place, where was the largest 
nnamber of distressed people, soup kiteiens 
were established as well. “Public works 
and digging" for locusts’ eggs were carried 
on in Liichiang, Hoch‘iu, ‘Tingyuan, Shou 
chou, Hochou, ‘Bashan, Wubi and "ion: 
ch'ang, Digging for eggs a ribution 
of eced, in Lian and Chetanchiao, Public 
works only, in Ch‘so'hsien, Huaining, 
Fehgt' igging for eugs, in

Evidence 
to.this effect. was given by a robber who 
had been arrested, and the graduate, 
though denying the ‘charge, acknowledged 
that he had known the robber as a 
neighbour and often received him into 
his house. ‘The Viceroy considers that 
the graduate’s own confession is quite 
enough to justify his being put, on his 
trial, and begs that with that object he 
may be stripped of his degree.—Granted.

Sr,—I shall feel obliged by your placing 
this letter before the Council at their meeting 
to-day. 

When on 25th Sept. 1891, this Company 
agreed to supply the Council with a minimum 
Number of lawpe at a fied price, and it. was 
greed that any farcher lange reatied by the 
Council would be paid for at the same rate, the 
Company had reason to pope that as further 
lighting was required in the Settlements, they 
would receive orders for more lamps ;'since 
the date of the agreement, however, although 
there has been a considerable amount of road 
extension, the Company bas only been asked 
to supply two additional lamps. 

Duler the circumstances we cannot but feel 
that in having fixed a minimum (at the in- 
vitation of the Council) we have ruled our- 
selves out of receiving further orders, but we 

tw bring to the notice of the Council that, 
while the mee asked by us was what was 
considered fair by both parties, there are 
special occasions (such as when ‘lights re- 
tired are near present lines, &.) when we 
shall bel willing to supply Imps at a lower 
rate than the minimum, and thereby to that 
extent reduce the average cost, 

We think we may venture, as one of the 
public lighting Companies of ‘his place, 10 
ask to be allowed to tender for public light- 
ing, so that the public will be able to know 
what work we are prepared to do for them.

-‘As an 
illustration I would state that we commenced 
to use one retort on the 23rd April, and con- 
tinued to use it until 22nd of November last ; 
during these seven months it was worked 
about 3,500 hours, or neatly 146 days, 

Another retort was put in use on the 16th 
psi and lasted until 25th November of last 
year ; consequently, lasting even a little longer 
than in the case of the frst-mentioned retort. 

We have experiepced, however, one instance 
of a retort Breaking down before completing 
the teed time of 120 days, which was 
possibly due to the fireman not attending 
carefully to the cleaning of it during the busy 

ime. 

‘The inside of the retort should be burnt 
out for one or two minutes at a time, once 
every week, to check the accumulation of 
graphite which otherwise ocours. 

raphite being a non-conductor, the iy.

TRAGEDY IN YOKOHAMA. °

happened in Yokohama on the 7th instant.

to be very severe. Constable Murakami 
Seitare was shot in the mouth, aud the ball 
peed through his.shoulder. Constable 

suda Shichigoro was struck on the left 
thigh, id ball passed right through. Con- 
stable Sunaga Keijiro is also wounded ou 
the left thigh. A jury was at ouce.em- 
pannelled at. the British Court-house, be- 
fore James Troup, Esq.. Coroner, which 
coiisisted of Messrs. H. W. Len, foreman, 
A. Rogers, and K. F. Crawford. The 
evidence of Dr.. Wheeler was taken, who

PETROLEUM IN BULK. 


Tn view of the fact that within a mexsur- 
able distance of time ateamers carrying 
petroleum in bulk will be passing through = 
the Suez Canal, the recent Board of Trade 
enquiry into the loss of the s.s. Lu, is of 
fertioaler interest, ‘The Lue was an iron 

ritish steam screw vessel, built in 1888 
for carrying petroleum oil in bulk, Accord- 
ing to the official report of the enquiry, in 
September 1891 she brought @ cargo of 
2,241 tons of refined petroleum vil from 
Batoum to London, and in Octuber another 
cargo of 2,207 tons also from Batoum to 
Venice, She then returned to Batoum aud 
Toaded @ cargo of 2,229. tons for Autwetp, 
with which she left Batoum on 28:h October 
last, with a crew. of 22 hat 
songers, the latter being tl 
is two children and his wif 
experienced heavy weather, and ‘on tho 
morning of 2ad November, when she was 
heading for the Doro Vhannel, Grecian 
Archipelago, it was blowing vory hurd, and 
the sea was breaking over theship. Atabeut 
8.15 a.m. it was reported that there was a 
ight smell of petroleum in the bunker, and 

wut 10 a.m. fire was seen by the chief 
ongineer,.in the engine room, ov the -port 
ide, and the smoke was suffocating. 
When he returned on deck the last wedges 
were being knocked out of the bunker 
hatch coamings, when the hatches were 
immediately forced up by. the pressure 
from below, and flames shot up to a height 
of about 12'ft. Orders were at once given 
to Inunch the boats, and although 
effort was used only ‘six persons succd 
in reaching the shore. survivors 
found they had landed on the 8.1. of Capo 
Philagra. They took shelter in a hat 
during the night ; they vleo thought they 
heard’ two reports or explosions, The 
next day. the remains of the vessel were 
found on the shore. She was broken to

‘3. That the escape of the oil from the 
side-bunker into the stokchole was due to 
the defective d of the vessel, which failed 
adequately to isolate portions of the vessel 
into. which leakage was. possible, and even 
‘under certain conditions probable, from other 
non-cargo spaces 

‘4. That the design of the vessel, and to 
some extent her it and discipline, 
failed in more than one particular to satisfy 
‘the conditions of safety (indicated in the fore- 

jing report) which, with our present know- 
fEage, we consider it indispensable should be 
observed, whether in the carriage of refined 
‘or crude mineral oil. 

5. That this accident, strengthens the ob- 
dervations contained in the report on. the 
Tancarville (3), a8 to-the necessity for: an 
amendment of the law to enable proper regula- 
tions, general and Jocal, to be: made. for the 
conveyance of petroleum, whether in the form 
of mineral pil or mineral spirit, and. whether 
in barrel or in bulk = and thal a prominent 
feature in euch amendment should be a power 
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to a central authority (as the Board of Trade) 
to. make general regulations. dealing with 
what may. be distinguished as common risks 


and general precautions (aa to purely 
focal’ matters to be dealt. wi by local bye” 
lawa).—(Signed).

They ‘got 
as far ungshan-cheng without niis- 
hap, but “night closed in on them in 
this place and they were obliged to seck 
shelter in one of the lodging houses. In 
the middle of the night, while all were in 
dreamland, a host of robbers numbering 
over twenty, camo with lighted torches and 
painted faces. To intimidate the inmates 
they first fired off the:r muskets, and then 
by means of a heavy stone they forced 
‘open the doors and euitered yelling ** Sha, 
sha, sha.”” Seeing this, the couriers began to 
offer stubborn but uscless resistance, with 
the result that one of their number received 
such a wound fromthe brigands that he 
died ‘almost instantaneously. Having in- 
Alictéd injury upon every’ one in the 
dodging, indluding the landlady, the robbers 
decamped, carrying away their spoil. ‘The 
case was’ reported to the Poyang hsien 
svou after it vecurred, and detectives were, 
‘set to work to capture the marauders. 
‘Vast numbers of people are dying off xt 
Ichang, where an epidemic has been pre- 
ing’ ever since the last of the fourth 
moon, Ou the 22nd of the last moon, over 
three scbres of cultins were sold in the brief 
space of n day.

INQUEST. 


Shanghai, 19th July, 1892. 

An inquest was held at the U,8, Con- 
sulate-General this morning on the body of 
Carl Lundetriim who wasdrowned on Sunday 
morning.

McCaslin, J. W. Burke, and G. A. Woods,

He said:—All the 
crew went to wash in the river on 
Sunday inording at half past’ atine 
o'clock. ~The deceased, Curl Lundstriin, 
went off the pontocn from the.steps, He 
called out that he could not awim and asked 
me to go to his assistance. I went to him 
nd got hold’ of him. He got hold of my 
belt, and he dragged me under the water 
He then got hold of my legs gradually slip: 
ping lower down, He pulled me down four 
times, Where he went off, the water was 23 
feet deep. I tried to get him into shallow 
water, and when he went down we were 
in about 16 feot uf wator. I dived to 
find him but did not succeed. At 5 o'clock
